STRAWBERRY PLANTS ORGANICALLY GROWN 


The following strawberry plants and the phlox plants listed in this 
catalog are grown in Indiana in fertile sandy loam soil with clay sub- 
soil. In early spring every acre of the propagating land is subsoiled 
then treated with Dow Fume 40 W to sterilize the soil and thus eliminate 
nematodes, etc. Cover crops of cow peas and corn mixed are grown and 
well fertilized as sown. This cover crop is disced into the soil and 
this is followed by broadcasting several tons of barnyard manure per 
acre before planting. Hereford cattle are fed the year around for this 
purpose. p 

Five 8 inch wells furnish water for irrigating, with Champion porta- 
ble irrigation equipment, the 40 acres of strawberry and 15 acres of 
phlox plants grown. The 600 acres of land plus the irrigation system 
permits extensive rotation. 


Special power plant diggers retain all the roots. 


Dormant plants are placed in cold storage as dug and these dormant 
plants are used to fill orders from December into March, also late May 
and June shipments. Fresh dug plants are shipped during the month of 
April.

RED RICH EVERBEARING STRAWBERRY 


“It’s the best everbearing to come down the pike in a long time”’, 
state the men of the Minnesota Experiment Station. It 1s said to be the 
“greatest development in strawberry culture in the past 50 years.” It is 
believed’ that it will soon become the leading everbearer in the United 
States. 


RED RICH is the result of a cross of Wayzata Everbearing and Fairfax 
June bearing. It is a chance seedling, one in a million, that hit square 
retaining the good qualities of both parents. 


1. As a dessert berry it has very high quality, honey sweet from its ~ 
parent Wayzara, large and deep red all the way through like its parent 
Fairfax. Fruit and appearance of the plant are very similar to Fairfax 


2. RED RICH is not surpassed as a-freezing berry, as it 18 very firm 
and deep red clear through, like its parent Fairfax, which is at the top 
of the list in firmness and shipping qualities. RED RICH does not mush 
up when thawed due to its firm meaty quality and in addition is very.

This sturdiness makes for disease resistance and capacity for 
its outstanding yields.

Mr. George W. Nelson wrote on Feb. 3, 1950: 


I have examined hundreds of strawberry varieties since 1914 in my 
work as a nursery inspector of Minnesota and have grown 5 to 7 acres 
yearly since 1935. It is my opinion that the new Hagerstrom everbearing 


variety (now named RED RICH) is much superior to any everbearing variety 
from every stand point. 


As a dessert berry it combines the high quality of the Wayzata (honey 
sweetness) and the Fairfax (which are its parents) with high yield. The 
flesh of Red Rich is firm and red clear thru, the core is small and the 
berry ripens evenly under normal conditions. It has an attractive red 


glossy color. It ts not surpassed as a freezing and processing berry, in 
my Opinion. 


It stands up well and ships well. During last summer’s hot weather 
berries which had been picked on the ripe side were still salable after 


three days in room temperature. When kept in a refrigerator the berries 
were still good after 10 days. 


Then as an early season berry (June crop in Minnesota) it appears to 
be an excellent variety. We picked the first berries on June 6 and the 
last berries of this crop on July 6. The quality was high and the berries 
maintained size thruout the season and tho no record was kept, it looked 


to me as if it yielded as much as any of our commercial varieties such 
as Premier and Beaver. 


I am planting half of my commercial acreage to this variety during 
the coming year.

WAYZATA EVERBEARING STRAWBERRY 


Most horticultural authorities and some growers claim Wayzata and 
Rockhill (26) are the same variety, but there seem to be certain differ- 
ences. The Wayzata makes some runners whereas the Rockhill as a general 
rule seldom makes any, although it makes more under certain conditions 
of heavy irrigation and fertilization. One leading Rockhill grower ex- 
pressed the opinion to me that they are the same after trying them side 
by side, but later wrote that the Wayzata may have been produced by pro- 
pagating Rockhills solely from runner plants, thus getting a plant which 
produced some runners normally, which was named Wayzata after the town 


of Wayzata, Minnesota. It makes less runners than other runner producing 
strawberries.

Wayzata is a very high quality berry, very sweet and of delicious 
flavor and quite productive. It has been a leading everbearer in the 
East and does well on this coast as well. It can be propagated either 


from runner plants or by dividing the crown as is done in the case of 
Rockhill.

NORTHWEST STRAWBERRY (WASH. 220) 


The Northwest strawberry was developed at Western Washington Experi- 
ment Station and released for trial in districts where the Marshall can 
no. longer be grown successfully because of the presence of the virus 
disease known as yellows. Northwest has shown strong resistance to this 
disease. It has in its ancestry-some of the most outstanding varieties 
for yield, quality and disease resistance. Trial plots were established 
at four Washington experiment stations. In all these the plants made 
strong growth and produced good crops, exceeding the crops obtained from 


Marshall. 


Typical berries of Northwest are long conic in shape, except in the 
earliest pickings when many are broadly wedge-shaped. With normally 
vigorous plants berry size has been large to very large in early pick- 
ings, dropping off gradually to medium size at end of season. Small size 
has not been a problem at any time. Color of berries has shown some 
variation, being excellent at Puyallup and Centralia, somewhat darker 
at Vancouver and slightly lighter at Mt. Vernon. At Puyallup the color 
is bright crimson with a high gloss which has distinct eye appeal. The 
flesh is firm, not hollow or only slightly so in the largest berries, 
and uniform light red throughout. The large green cap is easily removed 
in the field, leaving no stem, when being picked for quick freezing, a 
decided asset. It has typical strawberry flavor without the undesirable 
sourness or bitterness found in some varieties. 


The ripening season is late, beginning about a week after first pick- 
ing of Marshall. This characteristic may help it to escape blossom 
damage by frost, and will extend the marketing season. Northwest is a 
single crop variety, showing no tendency to the everbearing habit. 


In experimental processing Northwest has been frozen, both whole and 
sliced, with sugar and with syrup added. In blind sampling it has been 
rated from slightly inferior to equal to Marshall in flavor. In almost 
all cases, sliced samples have been superior to Marshall in appearance, 
the slices holding their shape better because of firmer texture. Frozen 
whole berries have been exceptionally good. Canned samples have been 
rated superior to the best canning varieties.

DONNER STRAWBERRY 


The belief has been expressed to us that “in the area around Fresno, 
Reedley and Visalia the Donner will be the most outstanding variety, as 
that area is destined to be the production center for the freezer ber- 
ry.” And a grower near Zuma Beach, about 20 miles north of Santa Monica, 
who got some Donner from us last May, has ordered 8,000 Donner from us 
now (mid-Dec.), saying Donner has done the best of any variety for him 
and now he is planting nothing but Donner. He is now (mid-Dec.) picking 


Donner from his last May planting and says they are productive, high in 
quality and very firm. 


SHASTA, LASSEN, TAHOE, CUPERTINO STRAWBERRIES 


These are said to be very much to be desired and in demand in coastal 
areas like Watsonville, and the average yield of the Shasta alone among 
the better growers, we are told, will average over 4,000 crates (12 bas- 
kets) per acre per year. Planting Cupertino where the weather is excess- 
ively hot we are told is not advisable. We have had more call for Lassen 
this fall in Southern California than for any other variety.

CAMPBELL STRAWBERRY 


Campbell is not recommended for the coastal area because in that area 
unless properly picked (semi-green), it turns very dark, which the 
freezer people find undesirable. On the other hand, if the Campbell is 
grown where the weather is warm, like Sacramento, Modesto, Stockton, 
etc., the color is lighter and not objectionable and the production 
tremendous. One grower in the Sacramento area is said to have picked 
this year up to Aug. 20th 3600 crates of Campbell per acre. 


UTAH CENTENNIAL EVERBEARING STRAWBERRY 


During the summer of 1940 several everbearing strawberries were being 
tested in a plot in Utah, in which were planted the varieties Minnesota 
1166 (Evermore), Streamliner, Rockhill, 20th Century and Lindalicious. 
The variety Utah Centennial developed from a chance seedling in this 
plot. 


Utah Centennial is said to outyield 20th Century or Utah Everbearing, 
and Centennial is said to be about a week earlier, larger, more uniform 
in shape, much better flavor and with a much larger sugar content. 


Growers in the intermountain area of Utah and Idaho like the Centen- 
nial better than any other variety they have tried out. A grower named 
Matsumoto, in Idaho, when seeking a new variety, tried Centennial on the 
recommendation of his county agent, Frank E. Hackler, who says: “We took 
a chanee on this variety but now we use the onesfourth-acre plot as a 


demonstration unit. Many other growers are now interested in the Utah 
Centennial strawberry.” 


Mr. Matsumoto has five acres of other strawberry varieties, including 
the President, Marshall and Streamliner, but finds none of these equals 
the Utah Centennial. He picked off the first blossoms to get the plants 
well established, and the first berries were marketed in July and the 


crop was in heavy production through September. Even the runners made 
good sized berries. . 


A report we received early in June stated that many 20th Century, 
Utah Everbearing and Utah Centennial were planted in the Florin district 
last season, but orders for this season were coming in from there for a 
much larger number of Centennial plants than for the others. Plants of 
Centennial planted there in November of last fall were producing the 
finest of berries in early June. 


It seems that Utah Centennial is a distinct variety, and not the same 
as 20th Century or Utah Everbearing.

Here is a berry entirely different from any other berry. It was pro- 
diced by repeatedly crossing blackberries, red raspberries and black 
raspberries, Magnaberry being the final result, something unique, com- 
bining the fine qualities of the other berries. 


The fruit is round and of extraordinary size, as bigor bigger than 
the well known Boysenberry, with some of the fruits as large as a half 
dollar. It ripens in June in Southern California and the yield is 
amazing. The fruit is borne in large clusters that hang down over 
almost the entire surface of the big plant with 10 to 30 berries per 
cluster. Compare this with Boysenberry which produces 5 to 7 berries in 
a cluster. The yield exceeds any other berry. 


The flavor of Magnaberry is a delightful combination of raspberry 
and blackberry with a sweetness and zestful tang which are a delight to 
the palate. The seeds are so small and inconspicuous as to be unnotice- 
able.when eating the berries. It ripens its big crop over a period of 


about six weeks, having a much longer ripening season than most other 
berries. 


The Magnaberry plant is quite vigotous, with long vigorous canes 
which need support on a trellis or fence. For home planting they 
should be planted from 6 to 8 feet apart. 


How good they will be commercially remains to be seen, but as a home 
fruit they are tops, at least in California. For best results in pick- 


ing, the berries require a little twist. Plant Patent applied for.

A grower at Ventura picked 128 baskets of Kayberries last summer 
from two 2-year-old and one l-year-old vines. He placed one of the ber- 
ries over one of the berries in the picture on page 21 of our 1949-50 
catalog and it completely hid the berry in the picture. 


Our comparison of the Kayberry and the Olallie blackberry will not 
be complete till next summer, but from our comparisons so far the Kay- 
berry seems a little larger and a better flavor than the Olallie.

BOWEN THORNLESS BLACKBERRY 


This berry is a long, large berry, good flavor and productive, the 
canes as smooth as a grape vine. The berries seem to be larger than 
either the Kayberry or the Olallie. It bears over a long period as a 
rule. The Ventura grower mentioned above picked 136 baskets of these 
berries last summer from two vines several years old. Very limited 
number 6f plants available.

OLALLIE BLACKBERRY 


This berry was developed at the Oregon Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion at Corvallis by Dr. George F. Waldo, and tested in Oregon, Wash- 
ington and California as Oregon-609. It is the result of a cross made 
in 1935 between the Black Logan and the Young. 


The Station bulletin says of it: “The Olallie is a vigorous growing 
trailing type blackberry whose outstanding characteristic is a bright 
black berry color. The attractive appearance of the fruit is combined 
with firmness of berry to make the variety very desirable for market. 
The berries are somewhat longer than Boysen and nearly as large, while 
the plant characteristics are similar to Boysen. The fruiting habit of 
this new variety is characterized by many fruiting laterals which, com- 
bined with good size of berry, makes it very productive. 


“This variety has been tested in Oregon, Washington and California. 
Its flavor is not so high in Oregon in some seasons as the Boysen, but 
in California its flavor is considerably better. Limited tests in Wash- 
ington indicate that it is not hardy in northern Washington. It is 
suggested for trial in all parts of California and in western Oregon.”

California, which is natural for it was developed at Ontario, so it .

It is the culmination of ten years of hybridizing undertaken to pro 
duce a red raspberry especially suited to our climate and growing 
conditions.

“1. Bonanza has been the heaviest bearer of raspberries that we've.

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NEWBERG RED RASPBERRY 


Newberg is said to be an excellent raspberry for marketing and for 
home use. The fruit is unusually large, firm, medium light red in color, 
more round in shape than Willamette, much larger and hardier stock than 
Washington. Its ripening season is midseason to late and it does not 
crumble. Its large size, bright red color, extra fancy flavor, and firm- 
ness have made it an exceedingly popular berry on this coast both for 
home use and for shipping. It is said to be the heaviest yielding rasp- 
berry and never known to winter kill. The plants are said to be vigorous, 
healthy and very resistant to diseases. [It was introduced by the New 
York Fruit Testing Association, who declare it to be the best red rasp- 
berry in New York. 


' INDIAN ‘SUMMER REL RASPBERRY 

Like one of its parents, the Lloyd George, Indian Summer bears two 
crops, a spring or summer crop and a fall crop. The quality is good and 
the season very early. The plants are vigorous, upright, hardy, healthy 
and productive. The fruit is large, juicy, tender, mild subacid. Not 
subject to mosaic disease and is extremely hardy, even in Canada. 

Indian Summer was developed at the New York Experiment Station but 
has become very popular on this coast, where it seems to have largely 
supplanted the Lloyd George. In the East, Lloyd George does not bear a 


fall crop as does its offspring,: Indian Summer, but both bear a fall 
crop on this coast.

Having converted our garden into a complete organic unit three years 
ago, I feel that I may speak with some authority about the results... 
I recommend that you leave all commercial (chemical) fertilizers in the 
shops, and buy steer manure, peat moss, blood meal, bone meal, leaf mold 
or any other products which are strictly organic....In sections where I 
used commercial fertilizers consistently, the ground was hard, and no 
matter how often I applied mulches, it wash’t long before the soil was 
hard and caked again....Build up your soil with all sorts of organic ma- 
terials like peat moss, leafmold, bean straw and, if you have it, com- 
post. These materials are applied to the surface of the soil, so that 
they may be cultivated in lightly just to keep them from blowing away. 
Let leaves from trees and shrubs lie on the ground to decompose or put 
them on a compost pile....All this organic material will attract earth- 
worms, which are the very best fertilizer factory you could have in your 
garden. They churn your soil and grind up the material in the earth 
which is in non-usable form for plant life, and return it, in the form 
of castings, so that plants may absorb the fertility for their own use...

Cardinal is a new, early cardinal colored grape created and developed by U. S. Department 
of Agriculture at Fresno, California. ‘’Cross of Flame Tokay and Ribier. Has more of the char- 
acteristics of the Ribier with slightly Muscat flavor when fully mature.’’ The bunches and berries 


are somewhat similar in size and shape to Ribier, which has extra large handsome berries. 


An Arizona grower stated in January, 1949: ‘Our Cardinal grapes averaged $8.79 per lug 
for all grades at auction in Chicago, New York, Philadelphia and Boston this summer. This beat 


all other grapes sold the same days in the same markets $3.61 per lug, or 69.7%. 


“Cardinal is better in the early districts because it is earlier, larger, better colored, better 
flavored and has better shipping qualities than any other grape. It is better in the late districts 


because it ripens ahead of the rains, stores perfectly and will ship anywhere.”’
